Thuir method of warfare is to dig a 
trench m frout oi the Spanish posi- 
tion, cover it with mats as a protec- 
tion a^amst the sun and rain and dur- 
ing the night put their guns on top of

When their uuiinnmtion is exhausted, 


they go off m a body to get a fresh 
upply in baskets uud then return to 
le trenches. 
'' The men are of small stature, from 
feet to o feet (> inches iu height, aud 
•eigh from 110 to 130 pounds.

ared with them, our men from Colo- 
ado and California seemed like a race 


f giauts. One afternoon, just after 


•e entered Manila, a battalion of the 
nsurgeuts tired upon the outposts of 
ho 
Colorado regiment,

:iem, as they claimed, for Spaniards, 
'he outpoat retreated to their support 
nd the Filipinos followed; they easily 
ell into an ambush, and the support, 
umbering about SO men, surrounded 
he 2~M Filipinos, wrenched the gaus 
lut of their hands, aud marched them 


iff as unarmed prisoners, all iu the 
pace of a few minutes. 


Insurgent Successes. 


' Such a force can hardly be called 


an army, yet the service which it has 


udered should not be uiideresti- 


natcd. Between 2000 and 3000 Span- 


s,h native troops surrendered to it 
luring the mouths of June and July; 
t constantly smuoyed and harassed 
he Spaniards m tho trenches, keeping 
them up at uiglit and wearing them 
out with futigue, and it invested Ma- 
nila early in July so completely that 
all supplies were cut off aud the in 
habitants, as well as the 
Spanish 


troops, were forced to live on horse 
and buffalo meat, and the Chinese 
population on cats and dogs. It cap- 
tared the water works of Manila am 
cut off the water supply, and if it had 
been in the dry season \vonld have in- 
flicted great suffering on the inhabi- 
tants for lack of water. 


These results, it is true, were oo 


taiued against/a dispirited army, con 
tainiug a considerable 
number o: 


native troops of doubtful loyalty. 
Yet, from August, 18%, to April, 


18!I7, they fought 25,000 of the bes 
regular troops sent out from Spain, 
inflicting on them a loss of over 150 
officers 
and 
2300 men killed 
auc 


wounded, 
aud they suffered 
stil 


greater losses themselves. 
Neverthe 


less, from daily contact with them fo 
six weeks I am very confident that u. 
such results could have been obtaiuet 
against an American army, which 
would have driven them back to th 
lulls aud reduced them to a petty 
guerrila warfare. 
If they attack tto 


American army this will certainly be 
the result, and while these guerril 
bands might give some trouble so Ion 
as their ammunition lasted, yet wit 
our navy guarding the coasts and ou 
army pursuing them ou land it woul 
not be long before they were reducei 
to subjection."

In describ 
iig the march of the regiuieut across 
he island, Private Wingate says: 


THE STORY. 


"On the top of most every hill one 


could see a Spanish fortification of 
ome kind or other. On some were 
'orts, on others trenches aud others 
oug high earth embankments. Every 
,hiug looks tropical, for if oue studies 
, map he will soon learn that the city 
if Havana is located about 10 miles iu 
he torrid zoue, aud the farther we 
Hatched the nearer to the equator we 
ot. Ou the second day's march we 
>assed a large hill iu which there was 
a large openiug near the top. 
After 


uquiriiig I found that it was an en 
trance to a large cave, in which the 


ubaus had their hiding place. 
Kol 


uiuuy mouths ago the Spanish under- 
took to capture the Cubans who were 
u this cave and made a sad failure, 
'or they were defeated and lost 30 
men. As we marched along I picket 
up several blank shells which were 
throwu from the rifles of the Spanish 
soldiers after they had been fired at 
:ho Cubans, who were iu the cave. 
Ou Tuesday moruiug we broke camp 
aud started on the final march to 
Guiues at about G a. in. We marchec 
about 11 milea aud had our tents 
pitched about one-half mile east o 
Guinea at 11 a, m. During our las 
day's march we passed through a very 
l>eantifnl part of the island. 
The 


mountain scenery was grand. As far 
as 
oue could 
see everything was 


covered with green. The trees were 
all covered with their foliage aud 
we marched along in our shirt sleeves 
with the perspiration droppiug from 
our brows, one's mind would waude 
back to a hot day iu an Illinois July 
The road over wuich we marched was 
tho most beautiful road over which 
ever traveled. The sides were linei 
with large 
trues, which furuishei 


ihade most of tho way. The roai 
itself reminded mo of North Wate 
street, Decatur, for it was so hard an< 
fcinootli. Ju°t like tho pike roads ii 
Indiana. 
On Tuesday's march w 


passed through the mountains, whcr 
tho scenery was very flue. As w 
marched along we could pee cocoauu 
palms, 
orange 
trees 
and 
banan 


groves on every hand and as far as ou 
could sue. We remained iu camp a 
Guiuts, which is about 14 miles froi 
the southern coast, until Friday mow 
ing at (j:lj, when we started ou on 
homeward journey, 
which took u 


over the same road over which w 
hud marclied. We arrived in camp u 
!):10this morning, after au 80-iuil 
march, somewhat worn out, but feel 
ing none the worse, tor each oue fe 
more than repaid tor the weary acht 
and paius he suffered by making th 
trip almost across the ishmJaud horn 
ugaiu in one week's time. "

Dr. Parkhurst has begun another 


crusade. He has visited the governor 
and wants another Lexow committee. 
The doctor charges tho relapse to 
anyone bat the right persons. He 
don't see that his foolish over-zealous 
ness alone is responsible for present 
conditions. He has learned nothing 
but otuer reformers have and have be- 
come disgusted with reforms that 
work that way. The ideas upon which 
Dr. Parkhnrst proceeded was that he 
was the final judge of right and wrong 
and that all wrong must be put down 
because it was right to put it down 
bat he could not get all the voters to 
see things as he did and some were 
lopped off at ono extreme and some at 
another for one reason and another 
and soon the reformers were in the 
minority and Hio whole fabric fell 


All reformers must all the time have 


a majority of the voters with them 
and when a majority is secured along 
a line upon which there is agreement, 
the line should be held until it can be 
advanced with safety. Spasmodic re- 
forms are worse than useless and re- 
formers should bear in mind that a 
spasmodic reform attract; a class of 
good citizens who are not in the habit 
of taking active part in politics. The 
enthusiasm 
of 
snch 
people soon 


.collapses and their influence is lost. 
Others go into reform movements be- 
cause they consider it popular. These 
cannot be trusted. More fatal than all 
is the fanatic who insist*) upon reform- 
ing the reformers who refuse to be 
parties to foolish moves. The people 
of 
this republic are divided into 


political parties oil great principles 
and the only true and lasting reforms 
are those that come through the com- 
petition of these parties for public 
favor and when the moral element 
learn that the best way to get reforms 
is by supporting the party which 
represents the best reform theii will 
we have reforms of a substantial kind' 
They will never come on the Park- 
harst plan of demanding the millen- 
nium before it is due.
